Plumbing contractors, as designated in this Chapter shall mean any persons, 
firms, co-partnerships, associations, or corporations, who, for compensation, 
undertalce to, or submit a bill to, or does himself or itself or by others, 
construct, repair, alter, remodel, add toj subtract from, or improve plumbing 
as said term is defined by the Statutes of the State of Indiana, and who is 
responsible for substantially all the plumbing within the entire project 
or one who fabrlca.tes-unlts of plumbing substantially completed and ready for 
installation. 


License, as designated in this Chapter, shall mean a certificate issued 
by the Indiana Plumbing Commission which confers upon the holder a privilege 
to act as a plumbing contractor within the State of Indiana. 

SECTION 6. Certificate not Transferable . 

A Certificate of Registration issued by the Building Commissioner is not 
transferable. No registered plumbing contractor shall act as the agent for a 
plumber who has not obtained a Certificate of Registration and a plumbing 
contractor's license from the Indiana Plumbing Commission. A violation of this 
rule will be deemed a sufficient reason by the Building Commissioner of the 
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City for the cancellation of a new Certificate of Registration. 

SECTION 7. Unlawfully Securing Permits for Others . 

Any person registered as required by this Chapter, who shall tate out or 
secure a permit such as required by this Chapter for work to be done by any 
person not connected with such registered person nor in the employ of such 
person, or who shall allow his or its name to be used by any other person, 
firm, co-partnership, association, or corporation for the purpose either 
of doing any such work or obtaining permit therfor, shall upon such act, 
upon conviction thereof, forthwith forfeit his Certificate of Registration, 
and the Building Conmiissioner and Chief Pltimblng Inspector, Board of Public 
Hea 1th, or either of them, shall thereafter refuse to issue any further permits 
to construct. Install, alter or repair any plumbing or plumbing equipment under 
any Certificate of Registration so forfeited. 

SECTION 8 . Revocation of Certificate of Registration 


The Board of Public Health of the City shall be empowered to revoke the 
Certificate of Registration of any plumbing contractor where the provisions 
of this Code have been violated, upon charges brought by the Building 
Commissioner. 

SECTION 9 ■» Penalt ies and Certification to Indiana Plumbing CoTnmisgion . 

Any person registered under the provisions of this Code, or any person 
including owners of and agents for, real estate being improved by work governed 
by the provisions of this Chapter who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this Chapter or fall to comply with any of such provisions, shall be subject, 
upon conviction thereof, to a fine of not less than Ten Dollars (|10.00) 
nor more than One Hundred Dollars (#100.00) for the first offense; and for 
the second and each subsequent offense thereafter not less than Twenty-Five 

(#25»00) nor more than Two Hundred Dollars (#200.00)« If any plumbing 
contractor should fail to obtain a Certificate of Registration or any annual 
renewal thereof as provided in this Chapter that fact shall be certified by 
the Building CoEamnissloner to the Indiana Plumbing Commission for any action it 
deems necessary, 

^SECTION 10. If any part, parts, section, sections,provision, clause or

WHEREAS, a pilot program for Junior High and Senior High students is. 
now in operation on Saturday mornings for 10 weeks and at three Junior High 
Schools serving in excess of 200 boys; and 

WHEREAS, more school gymnasiums need to be made available for expansion 
of after school recreation programs, and 

WHEREAS, said program is a cooperative planning effort between many 
private and public agencies and is being funded by Indiana Criminal Justice 
Planning Agency to prove the need for an expanded program.
